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DROP IN SALES OF CLOTHING AND FOOTWEAR 
IN FEBRUARY 


VHNHE TOTAL VALUE of sales in February by the large 
i retailers who supply monthly figures to the Board of Trade 

was 24 per cent. higher than in January, resulting from an 
increase of 10 per cent. in sales of food and perishables and a 
reduction of 6 per cent. in non-food sales. 

Comparison with last year’s figures is not very helpful this month, 
because of the abnormally high level of sales in February 1951. In 
respect of clothing and footwear, the 14 per cent. drop between 
January and February should not therefore be measured against 
last year’s rise. In 1948, 1949 and 1950 there was little change in 
the level of sales between January and February. 

A possible way of accounting for the drop in clothing sales in 
February is the supposition that, with the return of a buyers’ 
market, there has been a return also towards a pre-war seasonal 
movement ; it was common before the war for sales in February to 
be substantially lower than in January, particularly when Easter was 
late, as it is this year. Though this pattern may be expected to 
reappear eventually, however, it is doubtful whether it goes far 
to explain the movement this year, since preliminary reports provide 
no indication of the rise which—if this pattern of sales were fol- 
lowed—would be expected in March. 

In the household goods group, there is little sign of any improve- 
ment in sales of furniture and furnishings ; in this group, sales in 
February 1951 were particularly high, and the comparison with 
them is more than usually misleading. Among all the items 
other than food, chemists’ wares were the only group (apart from 
the residual miscellaneous group) for which a rise in sales compared 
with February 1951 was recorded. 


Changes in the indices of sales and stocks must as usual be con- 
sidered in conjunction with the changes in the Ministry of Labour 
Interim Index of Retail Prices. A minor difficulty is that changes 
made in the construction of the index from the beginning of thi 
vear have entailed a break in the continuity of the more detailed 
index numbers. Between February 1951 and February 1952, the 
all-items index rose 12 per cent., clothing prices about 14 per cent., 
household goods prices about 10 per cent. and food prices about 
17 per cent. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 
Clothing 


The sales indices for both men’s and women’s clothing were 
lower in February than in January, and were also substantially 
lower than a vear earlier. Comparison with last year tends in one 
way to give too gloomy an impression, since February 1951 fell in 
the middle of a period of high consumer purchasing ; on the other 
hand, the index numbers of values as they stand have to be considered 
in relation to the big rise in clothing prices during the past year. 
When both these factors are taken into account, the level of sales 
in February still appears disappointing. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear fell 8 per cent. compared 
with January and were 16 per cent. lower than in February 1951. 
The index number, at 128, was lower than at any time in 1951. 
Women’s outerwear was the sub-section hardest hit in this category, 
the index being much below the lowest figure recorded during the 
autumn recession. Sales of women’s underwear showed a drop of 
12 per cent. compar d with a year earlier, but sales in this category

Chemists’ Goods 


Sales by chemists, which rose 5 per cent. compared with January— 
a bigger movement than in recent years—were 7 per cent. higher than 
in February 1951. This was a satisfactory beginning to the new 
trading year. Stocks were 9 per cent. higher than a year earlier.

Sales of furniture and furnishings by the whole sample of large 
shops fell 24 per cent. compared with February 1951. The separate 
information available for department stores showed that their sales 
fell 32 per cent., slightly more than the fall recorded by independent 
furniture dealers 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by the independent 
shops were 3 per cent. higher than a year earlier, which compares 
with a 10 per cent. drop for all the large shops together ; the experience 
of the latter varied, however, as the figures show sales by department 
stores to have fallen 13 per cent., while those of multiple shops rose 
fractionally. 

There are no figures for sales of books and stationery by co-operative 
societies, but sales by department stores and multiple shops fell by 
the same amount, 4 per cent., compared with February 1951. This 
is in contrast to a rise of 6 per cent. in sales by independent booksellers, 
stationers and newsagents. There was no change in the value of 
sales by independent chemists compared with a year earlier, but sales 
of chemists’ goods by the large shops rose 7 per cent. ; the movement 
for both multiple shops and co-operative societies was close to this 
figure, but sales of chemists’ goods by department stores were 11 per 
cent. down.

New Reference to Monopolies

Commission 
NEW REFERENCE has been made to the Monopolies and 


“Restrictive Practices Commission: they are to investigate the 
supply and exports of certain electric generators, electric motors and 
transformers, and steam and hydraulic turbines for driving heavy 
alternators*. ‘The reference requires the Commission to make a 
report to the Board of Trade both about the facts of the matter and 
about the bearing of the facts on the public interest. 

Any person or organization wishing to offer evidence on the subject 
should write to the Secretary of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Commission, 3 Cornwall ‘Terrace, London, N.W.1 

The Board of Trade have so far referred eleven subjects to the 
Commission. The Commission's reports on three of these references, 
i.e., dental goods, cast-iron rainwater goods, and electric lamps, have 
already been published. It 1s expected that their report on insulated 
electric wires and cables will be completed this month, and that 
reports on matches and match-making machinery, and on insulin will 
follow later in the year. The other subjects stull being investigated

Hire Purchase Rates for 


Motor Bicycles 


S ANNOUNCED by the President of the Board of Trade in the 
“House of Commons on March 20, 1952, the Hire Purchase and 
Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order 1952 is now amended for 
motor bicycles and motor tricvcles by a new Board of Trade Order 

From April 10, 1952 the minimum deposit to be paid for motor 
bicycles and motor tricycles of an engine capacity over 50 c.c.s will 
be 334 per cent. of the total value and the maximum period for 
payment will be 18 months 

Previously, motor bicycles and motor tricvcles were 
minimum deposit of 25 per cent. of the total value and a maximum

period for payment of 12 months 

In addition, the second paragraph of Article 4 of the Order has been 
redrafted to make it clear that the Order applies in all cases where 
articles have been added to a hire agreement whether or not 
other articles have been withdrawn from that agreement 

The name of the new Order is the Hire Purchase & Credit Sale 
Agreements (Control) (Amendment) Order 1952, and it will come into 
operation on April 10, 1952.

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Exhibition of New Scientific 
Developments 


( PENING the 36th Physical Society Exhibition of Scientific 

Instruments and Apparatus at the Imperial College, South 
Kensington, London, on April 3, the President of the Society, Mr 
L. F. Bates, commented on the number of Service Establishments 
showing special pieces of apparatus at the exhibition. He also 
remarked that several stands were showing instruments which enabled 
blind persons to do scientific work. It was, he said, a welcome sign 
that the country was doing all in its power to use all available labour 
in a proper manner 

Reference was made to the number of microprojectors and thick- 
ness testers of various types which indicated an increasing interest in 
particular aspects of applied physics. ‘The President of the Society 
regretted that more university laboratories had not provided exhibits 
and expressed a hope that in future years they would be more 
abundantly represented 

The exhibition maintained the post-war feature of continuous 
change in the tools used by British scientists and demonstrated the 
wealth of ideas produced by scientists and used in a vast number 
of instruments and devices by British firms, Government Departments 
and the Services. 

The Ministry of Supply showed for the first time new instruments 
and techniques which had been developed for research on atomic 
energy, radar, telecommunications and armaments, and scientists 
from seven of the Ministry’s research establishments attended to 
explain and demonstrate the 38 exhibits on the Ministry stand 
Among the items on show were a high-speed camera, designed by the 
Armaments Research Establishment for the study of explosions and 
associated phenomena. ‘The camera gives a continuous recording of 
objects moving at speeds in the order of 2,200 miles per hour. Also 
shown was a light source, developed for high-speed photography by 
the Establishment, which gives six flashes, each lasting less than one- 
millionth of a second, at intervals of up to two millionths of a second. 
This apparatus is used for the study of travelling bullets, shock waves 
in the air and explosions. 

Among the Ministry's other exhibits was a photo-electric counter, 
developed by the Chemical Defence Establishment for counting air- 
borne dust-like particles. The instrument can count particles one- 
2,500th of an inch in size at a speed of up to 2,000 per minute. The 
Atomic Energy Research Establishment at Harwell has developed a 
new and improved type of cloud chamber, used for the study of atomic 
particles. "The chamber is filled with methyl alcohol vapour, which 
condenses along the track of atom particles, so that their path is shown 
as atrail of droplets. ‘These tracks are photographed at the rate of one 
exposure every five seconds. Also from Harwell, was a miniature 
furnace for laboratory experiments. Developing temperatures of up 
to 2,500°C.—hot enough to melt almost every metal—the furnace is 
only 15 inches high and eight inches in diameter. It can easily be 
moved around the laboratory and is specially designed for easy 
maintenance 

Another Ministry of Supply exhibit included a series of industrial 
radiographs—X-ray pictures of industrial products—taken by 
artificial isotypes produced in the atom pile at Harwell. Gamma-ray 
isotypes are not only far cheaper than X-ray machines for radio- 
graphy but their small size enables hitherto inaccessible welds and 
castings to be examined. Included in the series on show were radio- 
graphs of light alloy and aluminium products, previously produced 
with cumbersome X-ray machines but now obtainable with a new 
product of the atom pile, Thulium 170 

The instruments and apparatus on display included a parallel 
guidance mechanism for those engaged in working with a stereoscope 
in the study of air photographs, for instance in mapping, where the 
continual movement and re-alignment of the stereoscope becomes 
fatiguing. This guidance mechanism keeps the stereoscope accurately 
moving parallel with the base line over the whole area of stereoscopic 
vision. ‘The movement is so balanced and free moving that only the 
lightest pressure is needed to set it in motion. 

The exhibition, which was open from April 3-8, is one of the 
activities of the Physical Society whose object is to promote the growth 
and diffusion of knowledge of physics. More than 140 stands were 
taken by exhibitors this year, by firms and organizations who have 
produced equipment and techniques which show valuable advances 
in science and who were invited by the Society to display their

This year, the 
index was lower than in any February since 1947, and 17 per cent 
lower than the average for 1951. 

The percentage increase in total home trade compared with January 
was slightly less than in 1951, but larger than the seasonal movement 
pre-war. Within the total, the comparisons with a year earlier were 
generally less favourable than in January in the clothing sections, but 
slightly better for dress materials and household textiles. Total 
stocks showed a slight gain on January, with a rise of 6 per cent. over 
the month, and 34 per cent. compared with February 1951. 

Sales of women’s wear were 33 per cent. lower than a year earlier, 
the only sub-groups for which the comparison differed to any great 
extent from the average being knitted outerwear, with a fall of 50 per 
cent., and millinery and artificial flowers, which showed no change 
Stocks of women’s wear were in total 20 per cent. higher than in 
February 1951, but the increases for the sub-groups varied con- 
siderably. Stocks of women’s coats, costumes, raincoats, etc., showed 
a rise of only 8 per cent., while those of knitted underwear and outer- 
wear were up by 84 per cent. and 43 per cent., respectively. Stocks 
of other underwear were higher by 41 per cent., and of women’s 
stockings and socks by 55 per cent., but those of girls’ and children’s 
wear were only 22 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

In the men’s and boys’ wear section, the fall in total sales compared 
with a year earlier was 43 per cent., and in ready-made clothing 38 per 
cent. Stocks of the latter were 33 per cent., and of men’s and boys’ 
wear as a whole 46 per cent. above those of twelve months earlier 
Sales of dress materials were down by 43 per cent., while stocks 
showed an increase of 58 per cent. compared with February 1951. 

The falls in sales of household textiles and furniture, etc., of 
25 per cent., and 23 per cent. respectively over the year, were less 
pronounced than in the clothing categories

Cotton Import Committee Report 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked if the Cotton Import Committee, set up under the chair- 
manship of Sir Richard Hopkins, had yet reported to him on the ques- 
tion how, in the current foreign exchange position, cotton can best 
be supplied to the United Kingdom cotton industry on the most 
advantageous terms as to quality and price. 

He replied, “* Yes, Sir The Committee's report, which was 
unanimous, was signed at the end of the previous week and was 
receiving urgent consideration by the Government. It would be 
published as soon as possible, and it was hoped to make an early 
announcement about the Government’s intentions with regard to 
the recommendations which it contained. 


Exports of Finished Steel 


A questioner asked if the President was aware that, owing to limits 
imposed by export quota schemes, certain firms were unable to ship 
railway equipment which had been manufactured to Brazilian speci- 
fications and could not be used elsewhere ; and whether he would 
permit this export 

‘The President said he was not aware of the particular orders referred 
to, but if the questioner would send details he would make enquiries 
In view of the requirements of our defence programme and other 
essential needs, it was necessary to restrict by means of export licensing 
the total amount of finished steel available for direct export, and we 
could not therefore meet the requirements of Brazil and many other 
countries to the same extent as last year 


Factory Buildings in the Development Areas 


The President was asked how the cut of £2,950,000 in the amount 
to be spent on the building of new factories in the Development 
Areas would affect the progress of approved schemes in the North- 
East Development Area. He replied that the estimated expenditure 
for the year 1952-53 for the Development Areas was calculated to 
provide for normal progress on all the schemes which could be pro- 
ceeded with, having regard to the general limitations caused by the 
shortage of steel and the inevitable reduction in the capital invest- 
ment programme 


Exports of Rubber to the Soviet 


Exports to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics of rubber either 
direct from Malaya or through the United Kingdom, amounted in 
the years 1949, 1950 and 1951 to 64,000, 78,000, and 56,000 tons 
respectively, said the President. In the first two months of this 
year the amount was 32,000 tons, a substantial part of which represented 
an accumulation of rubber which was licensed last year but was not 
shipped until the first quarter of this year 

Comparable figures for exports to the European Soviet bloc countries 
were 16,500, 15,000, and 20,000 tons and in the first two months of 
this year, 2,800 tons 

The policy of Her Majesty’s Government was explained in an 
answer he gave on March 20.

The President was asked whether he would order an inquiry into 
the methods by which the two great petrol companies had endeavoured 
to share the monopoly on all retail petrol sales throughout the country ; 
and how much money each of the firms had expended in the process of 
securing these contract itten or otherwise, with the petrol fillers. 

‘The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said, without expressing any opinion on the allegation con- 


| tained in the first part of the question, the President would consider 


the supply of petrol as a possible matter to refer to the Monopolies 


' and Restrictive Practices Commission, when further subjects were 


selected. 

With regard to the second part, the Minister of Fuel and Power 
stated on March 17 that he was seeking further information about the 
costs incurred by petrol distributors in connection with exclusive 
selling arrangements. \{fr. Strauss said he understood that these 
enquiries had not yet been completed, but that the Minister of Fuel 
and Power would not think it proper to divulge the costs incurred by 
individual companies

The all articles index on the old base (average 1930 =100) was 1:1 
per cent. higher than in February. The rise in the prices of iron and 
steel, wheat and some food items such as tomatoes more than offset 
the fall in cotton, wool, barley, meat, sugar, tin and other prices. 


Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and explaining 
their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on May 19 and 
June 16 of last year. The issue of June 16 also gave a list of the com- 
modities included in the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) 
for non-food industries. Details of the other indices of industrial 
materials, namely those for the electrical machinery and mechanical 
engineering industries and for building and civil engineering, appeared 
in the Board of Trade Journal on September 16, 1950, and February 10 
and May 19, 1951, respectively. It is not intended at present to 
publish in the Board of Trade Journal details of the constituent 
items and the weights used in the construction of the indices of 
industrial output and the commodity indices ; where it is possible to 
issue these, they may be obtained on application to the Director of 
Statistics, Board of Trade, Millbank, London, S.W.1.

The large increase in imports of grains, pulse and flour (188 per 
cent. greater by value than in the corresponding period of 1950) 
is due to serious crop failures. But all these imports will not have 
to be paid for immediately (some not at all) since among them are 
arrivals of wheat and milo from the U.S.A. under the food loan and 
E.C.A. gift.

The foregoing countries took 76 per cent. by value of all India’s 
exports during the period under review. The United Kingdom, 
the U.S.A. and Australia continue to be the three most important 
of India’s customers. The appearance of the Argentine as fourth 
on the list (formerly tenth) is accounted for mainly by a considerable 
increase in her receipts of jute goods. The appearance of Japan 
on the list is accounted for by heavy increases in her purchases of 
raw cotton and coal. Singapore and Pakistan have lost their former 
places of fourth and fifth on the list largely as a result of a considerable 
decrease in India’s exports to them of cotton piece-goods.

Iixternal Seaborne and Airborne Trade of India for 
Six Months Ended September 30, 1951 


HE statistics of external seaborne and airborne trade summarized 

in the following tables relate to the trade in merchandise, both 

on government account and private account, of the Indian 
Union (including seaborne and airborne trade with Pakistan). They 
are derived from the accounts relating to the Foreign Sea and Airborne 
Trade and Navigation of India. ‘Treasure is not included. Defence 
stores are not fully accounted for 

The Indian ‘Trade Accounts do not distinguish, in any of the 
general tables, between direct trade and transit trade of foreign 
countries on India’s border passing through Indian ports on through 
bills of lading to and from overseas countries, but aggregate figures 
of transit trade have been published. These are as follows :-— 
Six months ended September 30, 1950—Imports: £292,500 
(Rs. 0:39 crores) ; Re-export £4,050,000 (Rs. 5-4 crores). Six 
months ended September 30, 1951—Imports: £375,000 (Rs. 0-50 
crores) ; Re-exports : £5,850,000 (Rs. 7°8 crores). 

The figures in ‘Table I have been adjusted accordingly so as to 
show the true balance of trade for both periods under revicw. As, 
however, there ts no published information showing the breakdown 
of the transit trade figures as between commodities, the figures shown 
in ‘Table II] cannot be adjusted so as to exclude transit trade. The 
fiyures in ‘Table V include imports for transhipment because the 
countries of consignment of those imports are not separately dis- 
tinguished in all case (Table I] and IV are not affected as they 
do not include re-exports.) ‘There is, therefore, no exact agreement 
between ‘Table I and Tables III and V 

Figures for food grains imports are not yet fully accounted for in 
the Indian trade accounts. The reason for this is that certain 
government shipments are specially cleared at ports and are not 
recorded in customs returns. ‘Ihe overall value of food grains 
imports has been separately ascertained in respect of both periods 
under review and Tables I and III take account for both periods of 
all food grains imports. It has not been possible to obtain full 
figures of food grains imports showing the individual countries of 
consignment for either period and such imports are, therefore, 
only partly accounted for in ‘Table V 

With effect from April 1, 1951, the element represented by export 
duties has been included in the f.o.b. value of exports as re-worded 
in the Indian Sea and Airborne Trade Accounts. For the purpose 
of comparison, therefore, the yield of export duties for the six months 
ended September 30, 1950 (which has always been published separately 
in the Indian Trade Accounts) has been added to the export values 
shown in ‘Tables I and II. It has not been possible to obtain details 
countrywise of export duties for the six months ending September 30, 
1950. ‘Table IV, therefore, does not take account of the yield of 
export duties in respect of that period

The very large increase in earnings from jute yarns and manu- 
factures (145 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding 
period of 1950) is accounted for not only by an increased volume 
of exports, but also by a very large increase, i.e. from £4.1 million 
(Rs. 5:4 crores) to £23-9 million (Rs. 31-8 crores) in export duties 
the rate of which has been greatly enhanced on two occasions since 
September 30, 1950. ‘The improved performance of cotton raw 
and waste (162 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding

Anglo-Portuguese Trade Talks 


ISCUSSIONS regarding trade arrangements for 1952 which have 

been taking place in Lisbon between Delegations representing the 
Portuguese and United Kingdom Governments have now been 
concluded. Understandings were reached about supplies of essential 
goods including tungsten ore and mining. timber from Portugal, and 
coal from the United Kingdom. 

Provision was also made fer the maintenance of other traditional 
exports from the United Kingdom, such as machinery, vehicles and 
chemicals. Portuguese liberalization of imports had been increased 
to 100 per cent. on a provisional basis for the three months ending 
April 11, 1952 (see Board of Trade Journal of January 19, page 119) 
and quotas were established for products not liberalized prior to 
January 11 to come into operation on a pro rata basis should the 
provisional liberalization be withdrawn at any time after April 11 
in respect of any of these goods 


Sweden and The Netherlands 


HE® MAJESTY’S Ambassador at Stockholm has reported that 

according to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs a protocol covering trade between Sweden and the 
Netherlands during the period March 1, 1952-February 28, 1953 
has been signed in Stockholm. 

It is estimated that total Swedish exports to the Netherlands will 
amount to about Kr. 500 million and total imports to about Kr. 400 
million. 

Among the more important Swedish export commitments are 
iron ore, timber, cellulose pulp and viscose pulp. Netherlands 
export commitments include coke, pig iron, iron and steel chemicals, 
yarns, and cord fabrics.

Japan and Sweden

An extension of the final date for the submission of claims to July 7, 
1952, has now been granted under Article 37 of Law No. 52-5 of 
January 3, 1952, to those British subjects, Corporations and Associa- 
tions whose claims were, or would have been, rejected beca ise they 
were submitted after December 31, 1947 


It should, however, be noted that this law does not permit the 


reconsideration of claims which have been finally rejected for any 
other reason 


Claims must be made to the competent French authorities direct 
and should be in the French language.

Exports and Imports in Portuguese 


Monetary Area 
HES MAJESTY’S Representative in Luanda, Angola, reports the 


publication, by the Governor of Sao Tome, of Decree 1690, dated 
February 11, 1952, which lays down the following regulations for the 
import and export trade of that island 

(1) Licences for export to countries in the European Payments 
Union, except Portugal, are subject to a levy of 2 escudos 50 centavos 
on every 29 escudos of the value. Export will be authorized only when 
the goods cannot be sold elsewhere 

(2) Import kcences for goods paid for in American dollars are 
subject to the same levy, but exemptions may be granted in the case 
of goods of vital necessity to the economy of the island 

(3) Monies thus accruing will be deposited in the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino at the order of the president of the regulating council 
At the end of each month these monies will be deposited with the 
Treasury. Account will be kept of their origin and their ultimate 
disposal will be decided later. 

(4) Customs will clear goods imported only on production of 
evidence from the Bank of Portugal or other institution authorized 
to deal in foreign exchange that arrangements have been made to 
pay in Portuguese currency. 

In this latter connection attention is drawn to the notice on Por- 
tuguese Import Regulations in the Board of Trade Journal of Febru- 
ary 16, 1952 (page 349).

Customs Duty and Tax Exemptions in Madeira and the 
Azores 

HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports the publication 
in the Portuguese Official Gazette of Decree No. 38,694, dated 
March 22, 1952, extending for a further two years the provisions of 
Article 15 of Decree No. 30,290, dated February 13, 1940, during 
which period certain yarns, fabrics and kerchiefs imported into 
Madeira and the Azores, for the embroidery industry, are exempted 
from import duties and local taxes.

Indian Tariff Board Decision 


HE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION, dated March 22, 1952, 
giving the Government of India’s decisions on the Tariff Board’s 
report on the question of the continuance of protection to the alloy 
tool and special steels industry has been forwarded by the United 
Kingdom ‘Trade Commissioner at New Delhi :— 
No. 17 (2) TB/52.—The Tariff Board has submitted its report on the continuance of protec- 


tion to the alloy, tool and special steels industry Ita recommendations are as follows 
(1) No tnerease in the existing protective duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem (exclusive of the 
surcharge) on alloy, tool or specia) steels covered by item 63 (40) of the Indian Customs 
Tariff is called for. There is a world shortage of special steels at present and imported 


steels are not, therefore, likely to offer any serious competition to indigenous steels 
for the time being. 

2) Protection to this industry should be continued for a further period of 3 years up to 
December g This will encourage the Industry to expand ita production of 
special etee: ide an assurance that the rate of protective duty will be adjusted 
without delay, under Section 4 (1) of the Indian Tariff Act, in the event of a revival 
of foreign competition. 

(3) Bright drawn bars of alloy constructional steels and blue reeled bars of all kinds® 
should be included tn the scheme of protection in addition to the categories of alloy, 
tool and special steels already inclu 

(4) Tatas should try to Increase their production of high speed steels, stainless steels and the 
other varieties of specias steels which they alone can manufacture at present, until 
some other manufacturers take up these lines. 

5) The question of evolving a long-term plan for expanding the special steels industry 
through the co-operation of re-rolling mills having electric arc furnaces, should receive 
urgent consideration by Government. 

(6) The quality of Indigenous special steels Is satisfactory. There are, however, complaints 
particularly from the manufacturers of precision tools, about the sizes supplied by 
Tatas. Tatas should continue to make special efforts to produce to the exact size 
specifications required by the manufacturers of precision tools 

) The present system of voluntary price control should be terminated and the industry 
should be left free to make suitable adjustments in its selling prices according to the 
changes in its overall costs of production, 

(8) A new plant proposed to be set up by the Mysore Iron and Steel Works, with an annual 
capacity of 1,000 tons of special steels, is expected to come into production in about two 
years. Government should give all possible assistance and encouragement to this unit 
in bringing the proposed plant into operation as early as possible

UNDER a general licence dated February 26, 1952, published in the 

Nederlandse Staatscourant of March 6, 1952, the Central Import 
Export Licensing Bureau has introduced a simplified procedure for 
the import and export under certain conditions of some categories 
of goods in consignments worth not more than florins 400. 


Under the general licence the holder is allowed to purchase, import 
and pay for goods, sell and export goods, without the presentation 
of the usual documents, on each importation or exportation, if he 
presents an import or export notification to the Customs.

The same issue of the Staatscourant published under ‘“‘Announce- 
ment Import No. 1” a schedule of goods which may be imported 
under this licence from O.E.E.C. countries and their overseas pos- 
sessions, Indonesia, and Netherlands overseas territories. This list 
contains all liberalized items excluding certain agricultural products 
“Announcement Export No. 1 ”’ contains a list of countries to which 
exports under the licence other than monopoly goods are permitted. 

A subsequent amendment published in the Staatscourant of 
March 14, 1952, excludes from the scheme the following exports 
from the Netherlands : coal, lignite, coke, quinine and other cinchona 
alkaloids and salts thereof, certain hormone products, diamonds, 
crude and semi-finished silver, gold and platinum, iron and steel 
scrap, containers and covers of tinplate, including crown corks, 
nickel, nickel alloys and objects thereof, nickel waste, anodes for 
nickelling and postage stamps for collection. 

The amendment and the original orders came into operation on 
March 15, 1952. 

It is pointed out that the use of the new procedure is not com- 
pulsory, the normal procedure may stil! be used.

ELEGRAPHIC advice has been received from New Zealand that 

the Reserve Bank of New Zealand has announced that after con- 
sultation with the Government departments concerned it had decided 
to take the following action 
Except with the approval of the Reserve Bank, trading banks are 
not to sell to any importer during the whole of 1952 more than 80 
per cent. of the amounts of exchange sold to that importer during 
1950. The 80 per cent. includes payment for both licensed and 
unlicensed imports from all countries. 

Reference must be made to the Reserve Bank through trading bank« 
where importers require more than 80 per cent. and decisions to bé 
made in consultation with Government departments will take the 
following factozs into account: 

(a) essentiality 

(b) whether goods are already in over supply 

(c) firm commitments entered into before April Ist ; 

(d) import licences held by importer ; 

any other special circumstances. 

Basic allocation of 80 per cent. is without prejudice to limitations 
on bank advances already announced and does not confer on any 
importer right to obtain bank accommodation. Importers not using 
full allocations this year will not thereby be penalised in future. 

It is stated that the Reserve Bank regards the introduction of ex- 
change allocations as purely temporary, its purpose being to ensure 
not only that the New Zealand financial structure will pass through 
1952 with its basic soundness unimpared but also to prevent any undue 
stringency in overseas exchange in 1953.
